The success of Ladas, the Earl of Rosebery’s 
horse, in winning the English Derby over the 
Epsom course was, barring accidents, a fore- 
gone conclusion. The remarkable ease with 
which he won the Two Thousand Guineas 
showed at once what wasin him and stamped 
him as fitting to rank with the greatest horses 
of the age. Atno part of the race was Ladas 
even half extended, and without the slightest 
exaggeration it may be said that every one of 
his opponents was in trouble from the very 
start and was helplessly beaten when half the 
journey had been covered. Then followed the 
conquest of the rich Newmarket stakes, in 
which Ladas gave judges of horseflesh a fur- 
ther opportunity of seeing what a perfect ani- 
mal and magnificent racer he is. It was evi- 
dent he was bound to win the Derby unless he 
broke down or fell. 

Ladas stands fully sixteen hands, and is as 
round as a barrel, so beautifully arched are his 
ribs. With great depth he also has splendid 
shoulders, a back as strong and broad as a cas- 
tle and wonderful length in quarters and fore- 
arms. A showy, muscular neck is well set on 
and a pretty little head shows his fine high 
breeding. One never saw before such a combi- 
nation of power with lengthy racing points, and 
to give the words of old Tom Jennings, the 
well-known Newmarkettrainer: “I don’t think 
I have ever seen such a horse, and I believe he 
is also the best racer I have ever seen, Beat 
him! Never. They may think they will, but 
never so long as he keeps fit and well.” 

It remained forthe Earl of Rosebery to be 
at the same time both Premier of England and 
Derby winner. 

Ladas was trained by Matthew Dawson, the 
veteran who retired from active work after the 


suicide of his son-in-law. Frederick Archer. in 
1886. Hecame out of his retirement to train 
Lord Rosebery’s stud. Ladasis by Hampton. 
out of IlIluminata, by Rosicrucian, out of Para- 
fin. In color he is bay, without any white ex- 
cept a small birth mark under the saddle. 

It is known that Lord Rosebery’s connection 
with the turf has called forth strong condemna- 
tion from certain quarters, but the great mass 
of the people of England love a good horse too 


well to join in the condemnation of a Premier 
who happens to own the year’s winner of the 
Derby. .

Then, 
again, suitable people are much more difficult to get 
than competent actors and actresses. They must needs 
be intelligent people, who can understand the character 
they represent and imbue themselves with its spirit in 
order to get the right facial expression and pose. 
They must also be well-nigh perfection in face and 
figure.

living pictures that have C 
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themselves in nothing but tights, are hard to find. 
Naturally the managers resorted to artists’ models as 
the only way out of the difficulty. So, since living pic- 
tures became the craze, there has been a great boom 
in the model market. The work is light and the pay 
good. 

The selection of the pictures brings about a peculiar 
rivalry among the models. Those who are picked out 
to pose as nude figures are greatly envied by their sis- 
ters who are selected to appear clothed in draperies or 
completely costumed. It does not arise from any real 
lack of modesty or from pure depravity, but because 
professional models are as proud of the symmetrical 
lines nature bas accorded them as singers are of their 
voices, and are as zealous of any opportunity to show 
them. Consequently the models keep the managers in 
a constant state of worry by their application for more 
pictures in which nude figures appear. 

The Kilany! pictures at the Garden Theatre have the 
prettiest girls as models. Helen Marlborough’s repre- 
sentation of “‘Circe’’ is a masterpiece —so is Miss Marl- 
borough. She isa massive woman of perfect propor- 
tions. She also does ‘‘Sappho,”’ and never fails to win 
applause. 

Then there is pretty Susie Hale. who represents ‘‘Ny- 
dia.’’ Miss Hale also does ‘‘The. Nightingale” and ‘“‘La 
Cigale,’ and looks like a gypsey queen when she dons 
the dark wig for the latter. 

In every way the opposite to Susie Hale is stately 
Miss Gaab, who does not think American girls one bit 
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our dreams after the play is ended and the “living pic- 
tures” are asleep. Aphrodite was the Greek Venus, so- 
called, because she sprang from the foam of the sea, 
and Miss Corey is the recipient each night of a verita-

The Mysterious and Sensational 
Death of Minnie Weldt. 


ROBBERY WAS. THE MOTIVE, 


She was Formerly Known as a Queen 
of the Bowery. 

















SHE TRIED TO BE GOOD IN YAIN.

The mysterious death by strangulation of Minnie 
Weldt, in her humble home at 324 East Sixty-first 
street,in New York City, was the end of a woman 
whose life had been spent on the dark side, and who 
was known among the slums as “‘Bowery Minnie.’”’ The 
police say she was murdered, and that the old ban- 
danna handkerchief found tied around her neck had 
been placed there by a fiend whose motive was robbery. 

When the dives were running in full blast years ago 
in the Bowery, Minnie was in the heydey of her fame— 
such as it was. She was good-looking and got alot of 
money. She lived at 18 East First street, and -at one 
time ran a disorderly house in East Twelfth street, Her 
resort was closed by the police, it is said, because so 
many robberies took place there. Never in her career 
was she averse to taking the property of other people 
when she had the chance. She was very fond of drink- 
ing, and when under the influence of stimulants was 
troublesome and would use bottles, glasses, chairs or 
any other weapon to defend herself. She was a native 
of Fuerth, Saxony, and was brought up under good in- 
fluences, but after a quarrel with Louis Kuoner, who 
had been selected for her to mfirry, she ran away from 
home, came to this city and threw herselfinto the wild 


whirl of dissipation on the Bowery. 


Minnie lived so rapidly and engaged in all sorts of 
vicious practices to such an extent that it broke down 
her health. Under the influence of a missionary from 
the Florence Mission she abandoned her evil ways last 
winter and sought to begin life again on the right plan. 
She obtained a place in the home of Mrs, Struve, at 168 
Nassau street, Princeton, N. J.,a8s a seamstress, where 
she became acquainted with Helen Kahlert, a domestic 
in the same house. After they had been there a short 
time, Helen had a quarrel with Mrs. Struve, and she in- 
duced Minnie to go with her to Philadelphia. Helen, 
who came here three years ago from Germany, had 
not learned to speak English, but Minnie could, and 
they gota place in the same family in Philadelphia. 
They remained there during January, and then came 
to this city. They took a room at Black’s intelligence 
office at Third avenue and Seventh street and lived 
there until the middle of April, when Minnie suggested 
that they take a flat and advertise for work in a morn- 
ing newspaper. A part of their clothing and jewelry 
was pawned for $8.50 to pay the first month’s rent in 
advance at 324 East Sixty-first street. 
Helen worked regularly three days in 
the week with different families, but 
Minnie did not seem to care any longer 
for her resolution to live honestly and 
went back tothe old life again. The 
advertisement which she used in the 
newspaper was only a cover, and its 
real purpose was to induce men to call 
upon her. 

The large house is filled with respect- 
able German families, all honest, in 
spite of the humble surroundings. The 
visits of the men began to occasion talk 
among the tenants, and a complaint 
was made to the landlord’s agent. The 
girls would have been ordered to leave 
if they had not improved their ways. 

On the day of the murder Helen had 
her breakfast at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and went to the house of Mrs. 
Hegeman, at 1063 Park avenue, where 
she worked all day in the laundry. 
The last time Helen saw Minnie alive, 
Minnie was sitting on the edge of her bed, counting 
some money. She told Helen that she had twenty 
dollars, and intended to spend it for some new furniture. 

Helen went away, and Minnie threw herself on the bed, 
saying she was going to take a nap. 

At 9 o'clock Mrs. Anna Boes, who lives in the ad- 
joining flat, was passing through the hall. A tall man, 
rather stout, with dark hair and eyes, wearing black 
clothes and a brown derby hat, ran into Mrs. Boes. He 
said, “Excuse me,” and walked quickly to the kitchen 
door of Minnie’s flat. He knocked and Minnie opened 
the door. Mrs. Boes noticed that she had been eating 
her breakfast. The man went inside, and Mrs. Boes, 
who had been greatly annoyed by men going through 
the hall at all hours, listened to hear what was going on 
and watched for the man to go. . He left at 9.45 o’clock 
ina hurry. He ran down the stairs leading to the 
ground floor hall, and Fannie Boes, the grand-daughter 
of Mrs. Boes, met him there, and noticed that he was 
laughing and talking to himself. He walked very fast 
after he reached the street, and broke into a run at Sec- 
ond avenue, and turned up toward the elevated station. 
Ten minutes afterward another man called at Minnie’s 
flat. He knocked at the door, and Mrs. Bues stepped 
into the hallway to see who it was. The man turned 
his head away and knocked several times impatiently. 
There was no reply to his knock, and he went away. A 
short time afterward another stranger called and rapped 
at the door. He did not get any reply, and after wait- 
ing for a moment he turned the knob on the door and 
stepped into the kitchen. He called “Minnie” and then 
“Mrs. Lane,” the name that she had given to the neigh- 
bors and had inscribed on a card which was tacked on 
the door. The man stayed in the kitchen, and did not 
go into the bedroom, which is the second room from the 

kitchen, as the door was closed. The man went away,

leaving the kitchen door open, and Mrs. Boes closed 
it. Another man called in the afternoon, knocked and 
went away, without arousing any one except the neigh- 
bors. 

The police believe that Minnie was strangled with the 
handkerchief by the first stranger, and was dead when 
the second one came. When she was found lying on 
the bed by her roommate, Helen, at 8 o’clock in the 
evening, a doctor said she had been dead for several 
hours. There was no evidence of a struggle, and Minnie 
lay In an easy position, partly dressed, as if she were 
sleeping. The $20 which she had just put into her 
pocketbook could not be found, but nothing else had 
been disturbed. Detectives arrested Helen, and tried to 
getaclue from her. All they got was the name of a 
former lover, who answers the description partly of the 
man who was seen by Mrs. Boesin the hall, and they 
searched forhim. The coroner held an autopsy. It 
showed that the knot in the handkerchief had been tied 
so tightly that it had ruptured the windpipe. 

Among Minnie’s effects was a valise containing some 
things which may be of great importance. On the back 
of an envelope was written “Branz Regul, care of Mrs. 
Laber, post box 63, Hawley, Pa.”” This becomes signif- 
icant from the fact that under the head of the mattress 
was found a man’s handkerchief, upon which was 





worked in silk the initials “B. R.”’ There was also a 





















































card in the valise, upon which was print- 
ed the name of “Charles O’Connor, De- 
tective-Sergeant, 300 Mulberry street, 
New York.” How did the card come to 
be in this place, and what business had 
O’Connor with Minnie? In Minnie’s diary were these 
addresses: ‘‘Dora Lawrence, 24 W. 90th street; August 
Cheot, Beaver, Minh.; Louis Yefts, Grossberg; Mrs. L. 
Smith, 36 Sommer street; Mr. Butler, 24 King William 
street; Mr. Madel, 51 August street, and August Busher, 
Chicago, Ill.,”" which may furnish clues to the police. 
Another entry in the diary were these words, in a trem- 
bling chirography: ‘To leave—trouble—death—amen.” 
They were written recently, and if it were not for the 
missing money, they might have been taken as indi- 
cating that Minnie had taken her own ltife. The cor- 
oner said that she could have tied the handkerchief 
around her own neck if she had been determined to kill 
herself. The red handkerchief, Helen says, she never 
saw before it was found on Minnie’s neck. 

The murder is one of the most mysterious New York 
has known for along time. It is pretty definitely set- 
tied that robbery was the motive, and it is equally 
probable that the deed was committed by a man and 
that he had previous acquintance with the woman. 

The flat which Minnie Weldt occupied with her 
friend, Helen Kahlert, consisted of three small rooms. 
The rear apartment, which looked out on the yard, was 
used as a dining and sitting rvom. The kitchen ad- 
joined this, while the next room was where the women 
slept.

The flat presented a squalid appearance. The furni- 
ture amounted to almost nothing. In the dining room 
was a small table, covered with a cheap cloth, a couple 
of chairs and an ironing board. 

The bedroom contained nothing but a large hair mat- 
tress, which was placed on four large empty boxes, such 
as are used to pack eggs in. 

It was on this mattress that Minnie Weldt met her 
death. : 

When the detectives reached the house, about half an 
hour after the murder was discovered, the body was 
lying éxtended almost to full length. The woman was 
on her back, the hands being clenched and raised al- 
most to her chin. 

Around her neck was a cheap red bandana handker- 
chief, drawn so tight that it sank into the flesh. This it 
was that caused her death. 

The murderer, intent on making sure that by acci- 
dent it should not become undone, had tied three knots, 
and in drawing them tight had pulled the ends of the 
handkerchief so hard that one of them was torn off. 
This piece was found by the police on the floor. 

On the left side of the face around the eye, cheek bone 
and temple was a large bruise, which had swollen con- 
siderably. The body, generally, had a composed ap- 
pearance, and it was evident that the woman had not 
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anticipated death. 





It is thought more than likely that she was first ren- 
dered unconscious by a blow on her head, and then 
strangled. She was a large woman, of dark complex- 
ion, broad features, had black hair, and in life must 
have been rather prepossessing. Her features were of 
the Bohemian type. 

Helen Kahlert, on returning home from a day’s work 
at the house of J. Heseman, at No. 1063 Park avenue, 
at eight o’clock in the evening, having left the rooms 
at seven o’clock in the morning, found the dining-room 
door unlocked asusual. She did not see her companion 
anywhere and passed into the kitchen, expecting to 
find her there, but again failed to find her. Then she 
went into the bedroom. There is no gas in this room, 
and striking a match she saw her friend lying on the 
bed motionless. 

She did not answer when spoken to, and something 
about her appearance startled Miss Kahlert. Drawing 
nearer she saw that her companion’s eyes were open 
and staring. Then she discovered that Miss Weldt was 
dead. 

With a cry of terror she ran out of the room to the flat 
of Mrs. Anna Boes, who lives with her eleven-year-old 
grandchild on the opposite side of the hall, and excited- 
ly told her that her “sister’’ was dead. Although the 
women had passed as sisters, it is believed they were in 
no way related. 

Mrs. Boes returned with her to the room, but retreat- 
ed in great fright. Miss Kahlert then ran down to the 
streetand told passers-by what had happened and re- 
turned to the hallway of the flat, where other occu- 











pants of the house had gathered. ‘The detectives took 
Helen Kahlert to Court where she was remanded at the 
request of the police. She is small, dark, uneducated 
and speaks almost no English. 

In court she said through an interpreter that she was 
thirty years old, and that Minnie Weldt was twenty-two 
years old. They are Germans. She came to the 
United States about a year ago, while Minnie had been 
here three years. 

She said she met the latter in Princeton, N. J., last 
January. They weut to Philadelphia together soon 
after, and came to this city in February. 

After telling the circumstances of the discovery of her 
friend’s body, she said Minnie had received 150 marks 
from relatives in Germany about a month ago. She 
still had $20 of this left. 

The police have been unable to find any money in 
the flat or the woman's purse. They believe the mur- 
derer took it. 

On being questioned further Helen Kahlert said that 
she and Minnie frequently advertised in English and 
German newspapers, stating that ‘‘gentlemen’s washing 
to be done at home” was wanted. The name “Mrs, 
Lang” was always signed to these advertisements and 
the address at No. 324 East Sixty-first street given. 
She said this signature was given because they did not 
care to publish their right names. 

That the wemen recelved visits in their flat from 
many men is quite certain. Several occupants of 
the house bear witness to this. 

There may have been another motive than rob 
bery for the murder, but the fact that the dead 
woman’s money and pocketbook are gone show 
that robbery was at least one motive for the deed. 

It was suggested by the police that the man who 
killed the woman was not unknown to her. He 
perhaps knew of her having received money from 
Germany, and determined to get it If he could. 

It was an unusual hour fora man to call under 
the circumstances. Had he intended to call for 
social or other reasons he would more likely have 
chosen the afternoon or evening. In the morning 
it was more probable that he would find the Weldt 
woman alone, Helen Kahlert having gone to work. 

On entering the flat, say the police, he may have 
chatted for a few moments, and in answer to the wo- 
man’s request for a present of a few dollars he handed 
her a bill, for which he was to receive change. That, 
the police say, would have given him an opportunity to 
see where she kept her money. 

Being off her guard, he could have approached her 
without suspicion and struck her quickly on the left side 
of the face with a wooden instrument, rendering her un- 
conscious, 

Dr. Cuff, who examined the injury to the head later, 
gave it as his opinion that she had not been struck with 
a metal substance. . 

Then it would have been an easy matter for the mur- 
derer to have strangled her before she regained con- 
scjousness. The position of the body when found, and 
the orderly arrangement of the contents of the room, 
proved beyond doubt that the woman had made no 
struggle whatever after having laid down. Had she re- 
gained consciousness after being struck, her struggles, 
while being strangled, wonld have been most violent. 
No one in the house nor in the adjoining house ohn the 
east, which is separated from the flat occupied by the 
women by an als shaft, heard the least outcry. 

Later on an autopsy was performed on the body of 
the murdered woman. Notwithstanding the severe 
bruise on the left side of the face and head there was no 
fracture of the skull, but underneath the skin there was 
much extravasation of the blood, showing that the blow 
had been a heavy one. 

Some slight abrasions on the throat the doctor thought 
had been caused by the knots of the handkerchief 
which choked herto death. No indication ofher hava 
been drugged was found. 

Unless the woman's body tis claimed within a few 
days, it will be buried in Potter’s Field,

THE RESULT OF A BUGGY RIDE.

Dr. Forrest B. Todd, of Chicago, Ill., made an 
unfortunate marriage and is now trying to have the 
court make him a free man. He has filed a bill for di- 
vorce in the Circuit Court and charges his wife with de- 
sertion, There is more than simple desertion back of 
the case, however, which the public will probably never 
know. The complainant is the son of Dr. James F. 
Todd, who is now the city physician. “Both he and his 
father are men well known in their profession, as well 
as in social circles of the south slide. The home of both 
is at 2447 Indiana avenue and they have a joint office 
at Twenty-secon 1 street and Wabashavenue. Dr. Todd 
became a benedict on Oct. 26, 1891, and claims that 
his wife deserted him only two months thereafter. 
When he married Florence R. Harradan she was an 
actress on the variety stage and was beneath the doctor 
in social position. He had not known her long before 
he loved her—or thought he did, which amounts to the 
same thing in this prosaic world. The courtship was 
short and furious, Of course, Dr. Todd’s friends ob- 
jected bitterly to the marriage, but as usual the oppo- 
sition to the match only hastened the inevitable. His 
father is said to have done all he could to persuade his 
son that a marriage with an actress would not result 
happily to himselfand family. The tacts in the case 
are hard to get at because of the promineyce of the par- 
ties and their desire to keep the matter quiet. Yet it is 
said that the city physician went so fur as to go and see 
Florence and make an effort to dissuade her from mar- 
rying his son. ‘The pretty actress shook her pretty 
head and fs said to have told Papa Todd that an actress 
was just as good as anybody else and that she would 
marry whom she pleased. In fact, it is said that Flor- 
ence told him that she hadn’t before that intended to 
marry Forrest, but that she would now put him Into 
matrimonial harness if possible. 

The actress evidently meant what she sald, 
and after that laid herself out to completely 
infatuate the young physician. The result of 
it all was that young Todd determined to wed 
her whether or no. In order to fool the old 
people they ran away on the date mentioned. 
At least Florence met the doctor at the north- 
western depot, where they took a train for 
Racine, Wis. On arriving there they were 
married and returned home. The young 
physician took his actress bride home, and 
like a sensible man the city physician con- 
cluded to make the best of the matter. But 
society didn’t open its arms to Florence and 
she therefore grew discontented and began to 
long for the footlights again. 

It is due to the city physician to say that he 
did all he could to make his son's life a happy 
one but to no purpose, Matters became so 
bad that even the husband saw his mistake 
and concluded that he could not live with his 
wife. They wished to separate with _as little 
scandal as possible and so Florence legally 
deserted and went again upon the stage from 
which the physician had taken her. More 
than two years have now passed and under 
the statute the doctor is entitled to a decree.

A suitin which Elsa C. Foster says 
that Banker Salvatore Cautoni has wrecked 
her lifeand asks for $170,000 as compensa- 
tion was before the Superior Court of New 
York city recently. Mr. Cantoni’s office is 
at 49 Wall street, and he is about the biggest 
Italian banker in Gotham. He denies Mrs. 
Foster’s charges. 

Mrs. Foster says in her complaint that she 
has five daughters dependent on her for sup- 
port. ‘Three are children by a husband from 
whom she obtained a divorce, and the re- 
maining two, she says, are the defendant's 
children. Her present sole income, as she 
gives it, is derived from keeping a boarder 
and lodger. While the defendant is a banker of large 
wealth, she says she has had to pawn her jewelry and 
the greater part of her wardrobe “to prevent absolute 
starvation.”’ 

Going back in her history, Mrs. Foster says that she 
formed the acquaintance of Mr. Cantoni in July, 1884. 
At that time she was 22 years of age and living in 
Brooklyn with her husband, David C. Brennan. She 
had three daughters, and they were a contented and 
happy family. Mr. Cantoni represented himself to her 
as an unmarried man and claimed to be desperately in 
love with her. He begged her to get a divorce, and as 
an inducement told her that he was a banker anda 
millionaire. He was passionate in his love making, and 
profuse in his promises. If she would leave her hus- 
band, she represents him as saying he would give her 
$5,000 a year, take care of her and her children as long 
as he lived, and provide in the event of his death for 
the continued payment of the same annuity to her 
as long as she lived. 

In this way she was induced to institute proceedings 
for a divorce from her husband, and on April 9, 1887, 
a decree was granted by Justice Dvkman at White 
Plains, N. Y. Mr. Cantoni furnished money for prose- 
cuting the suit, and at his special solicitation no applica- 
tion was made for alimony. 

The divorce decree having been obtained, they began 


living together as man and wife. For that matter, she 
says she supposed she was his wife. It was his wish, 
however, that they should assume the name of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fortunay. They lived together forseven years and 
had four children, only two of whom are now living. 
In May, 1892, Mr. Cantoni told her that he had a wife 
living, and that their marital relations would have to 
cease. The plaintiff charges that Mr. Cantoni and 
a son-in-law, whose name is not given, conspired to get 
rid of her. The conspiracy was to get her to go with 
the children to California, in the belief that, on account 
of ‘her sick, disturbed and distracted condition, her 
death would soon eventuate.”” She went to California, 
but lived to come back and bring the present suit. She 
claims, on account of her present “miserable and 
wrecked life,”’ $100,000 damages. She also demands 
$70,000 more for her services as housekeeper for seven 
years, at the rate of $10,000 a year. 

The answer to the complaint is a sweeping, general, 
emphatic denial of the plaintiff's allegations. 

Mr. Cantoni has a history. It is said that he was a 
courier in his younger days in Italy, and acted in this 
capacity for Mrs. Ben Holliday, the 
wife of the founder of the Transcon- 
tinental Pony Express. He is said to 
have subsequently become the pri- 
vate secretary of Mr. Holliday, and 
to have found in this way the step- 
ping stone to his success. He has re- 

* ceived a decoration from the King of 
Italy for hia services in the matter of 
Italian immigration.

At first my wife 
objected, but finally, seeing nothing wrong in it, got in. 
They afterwards met another man, who procured 
a buggy, and one woman went with each man.

Lizzie Weeks Driven Insane by 
Worry Over Her Sweetheart. 


HE MET A TRAGIC DEATH. 


His Body Found in a Desolate Spot 
in Virginia. 














WAS HE LED AWAY TO HIS DOOM? 


> 





Miss Lizzie Weeks, a beautiful, well-educated and 
sensitive young woman, lies at death’s door at the house 
of her sister, Mrs. Lorenzo Smith, in Stratford, Conn. 
Miss Weeks’s mind, long fearfully strained, gave way 
under the sbock of an accident that happeued to her ten 


days ago. Now she lies sobbing, moaning, crying, ‘Oh, 
my sweetheart! My lover! Where is he? What has 
become of him?” 


The unhappy girl is thinking of George C. Searing, 
whom she was engaged to marry. Most extraordinary 
circumstances attended Searing’s disappearance from 
this city and bis sudden death. He had been employed 
by Acker, Merrall & Condit, and as a clerk in the ill- 
fated Hotel Royal, and was well known to many New 
Yorkers. In October, 1891, Searing, being unemployed, 
wrote to his flancee, who was also his second cousin, 





that he was in great good luck. He 
told Miss Weeks, who was in New 
Haven, that Mr. Lewis, manager of 
the Magnolia Hotel, at St. Augustine, 
Fla., who had come north to secure 
employees for that winter hostelry, 
had engaged him as bookkeeper. Mr. 
Lewis, Searing wrote to Miss Weeks, 
was stopping at the Gedney House. 
He would write of Lewis incidentally. 
For example, in a letter to his sweet- 
heart of October 15, 1891, Searing 
said: “I am back. I had to wait 
quite a long time, as Mr. Lewis was 
at supper. He has fully made up his 
mind to go Saturday. Says he doesn’t 
get to New York very often and 
wants to stay as long as possible.” 

No one who called Rimself Lewis 
registered at the Gedney House dur- 
ing that October or for a month be- 
fore or after. 
that Searing’s frank and honorable 
nature was incapable of inventing a 
deceit. Least of all would he have 
deceived his flancee, of whom he was 
devotedly fond. 

Searing and another man, who 
looked enough like Searing to be his 
twin brother, left New York on Sat- 
urday, Oct. 17. On Sunday morning 
they left a train at Richmond, Va., ( 
and walked into Ferritee’s Hotel, 
near the station. As they passed 
through the barroom towards the 
dining-room three or four men were 
leaning over the bar. 

“T’ll bet,”’ said the barkeeper, “that 
those two menare from New York 
and are brothers.” 

“T’ll take you—for drinks,” ex- 
claimed one of the loungers. 

The barkeeper walked around the 
bar and tapped Searing on the shoul- 
der. 

“Excuse me,'* said he, “I’ve bet 
that you two are brothers. Are 
you?” 

“Well, you’ve lost,”” answered Sea- 
ring, laughing. 

When Chief of Police Row, of Rich- 
mond, long afterwards showed a 
photograph of Searing to the barkeep- 
er, he recognized it instantly. 

“Why, certainly,” he said, “I’ve 
seen that fellow. He came in here 
with another, the dead image of him. 
I bet they were brothers and lost.” The next day, 
Monday, Searing wrote to Miss Weeks: “As you see, 
we have got so far. The manager (Lewis) had some 
business, so we stopped over here. Will resume our 
journey to-morrow.” 

Miss Weeks never heard from her lover again. He 
went from Richmond to Petersburg. His body was 
found, on Feb. 24, 1892, amid the bogs and thickets of 
City Point, twelve miles from Petersburg. 

Who was with Searing when he was last seen alive ? 
A man who looked enough like him to be his brother. 
So said Lizzie Rich, an old colored mammy, who lived 
at City Point. She saw Searing’s photograph, too, after 
he was dead, and she remembered the original. 

“He and another man,” she said, “‘came to me and 
asked me where Grant’s headquarters was. I thought 
they were brothers, they looked so much alike.” 

City Point is a ramshackle town—a collection of 
tumbledown huts in which 400 people live, 300 of 
whom are negroes. Yet there, the last place in the 
world that a man of Searing’s disposition would visit, 
ina spot so inaccessible that the coroner’s jury had 
difficulty in reaching it, and of which they said, “It was 
hardly practicable for himin the night time to reach 
the spot on account of the thick undergrowth of trees 
and bushes’’—the ghastly remnants of Searing’s corpse 
were found by a colored man out hunting. 

Miss Weeks and a relative of Searing identified the 
body unmistakably. For exampl*. a sword-shaped 
scarfpin, a present from Miss Weeks, was found by the 
body. What might have been a bullethole was found 
in the side of the weather-beaten skull, and a five- 
chambered 32-calibre revolver, rusted by the rains, was 
by the corpse, one chamber empty. Searing never car-

ried a pistol He always said the man wasa coward 
who did so. Two dollfrs and thirty-six cents were in 
the dead man’s pockets. When Searing left New York 
he had but $30, enough to tempt only the most un- 
scrupulous, the bloodthirstiest of murderers. 

And Lewis? Lewis disappeared as completely as if he 
had been suatched from the face of the earth. A tire. 
leas search, instigated by Searing’s broken-hearted 
fiancee, failed to find a trace of the man who was last 
seen with the breathing George C. Searing. 

Such were the fearful circumstances over which Lizzie 
Weeks brooded. After Searing’s death she and her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Smith, went to live on West avenue, Bridge- 
port, Conn. There she moped and pined until it was 
suggested that she take up some occupation to divert her 
thoughts. Her good taste, more than the profits that 
might result, urged Miss Weeks to become a dress- 
maker. But her income was considerably increased, for 
the best people in Bridgeport patronized her and orders 
poured in on her. 

But she could not tear her thoughtaaway from Sear- 
ing. She had a large portrait of him constantly before 
her; she read and reread the clippings from the news- 
papers telling of his disappearance, for she had carefully 
preserved them. She talked of him to many people 
who became interested in 
her. She became emaci-

Lonpon, June 6, 1894. 

James J. Corbett to-day notifiell the National Sporting Club that 
he would not fight Peter Jackson for the £3,000 purse they offered, 
Corbett ridicules the idea of boxing for that sum. He says he will 
only fight fo America for the biggest purse offered, so there is no 
prospects of a fight taking place here. Corbett was surprised at 
Peter Jackson consenting @ fight for so small a purse. Corbett's 
tour will soon end here. Next Wednesday Corbett's troupe will 
drive down to the Derby. 

Lonpon, June 7. 

A cable was received at Sporting Life from Joe Vendig, of New 
York, stating that the Florida Athletic Club will give a purse of 
$35,000 for Peter Jackson and Jim Corbett to fight for in Jackson- 
ville. Corbett called at Sporting Life office to-day and stated that 
he would accept the purse and fight Jackson in Florida. He also de- 
sired it cabled to the Pottom Gazerre that the £2,000 stakes Jack- 
sov's backer has posted must not be withdrawn by Jackson, as 
then he would in future draw the color line and refuse to fight 
Jackson and ignore his challenges. 

On the aheve being received at the Potice Gazarrs office Richard 
K. Fox notified Charles E. Davies aud Peter Jackson and received 
the following : 

San Francisco, June 7. 

Ricuamp K, Fox—Peter Jackson, in reply to the offer of the 
Florida Athletic Club to give a purse of §35,000 for Corbett aud him- 
self to fight for, says: 

“ Corbett may accept the offer of the Florida Athletic Club but I 
shall not agree,to fight any place in the South, no matter what in- 
ducements are offered, and Corbett is well aware of this fact.

THE WINNER OF THE DERBY.

The Earl of Rosebery's colt Ladas won the Derby at Epsom, Eng- 
land, on June 6. Lord Abington’s Matchbox was second and Mr. T. 
Cannon's Reminder third. 

Derby day opened cold and damp, with a strong easterly wind, 
making the weather altogether extremely disagreeable. In spite of 
this unfavorable condition, and notwithstanding the comparative 
scarcity of conveyances in consequence of the strike of the cabmen, 
countless vehicles were on their way to Epsom Downs at daylight, 
and the number increased as the day advanced. Every railway 
train throughout the forenoon was crowded with racegoers, and it is 
estimated the attendance far exceeded the average. 

The starters were Lord Rosebery's Ladas, Mr. Douglas’ Galloping 
Dick, Lord Abington's Matchbox, Lord Bradford's Hornbeam, Lord 
Scarborough's Clwyd, the Duke of Westminster's Bullingdon and 
Mr. T. Cannon's Reminder, The stewards permitted Galloping 
Dick to drop out of the parade and canter, in which Bulingdon led. 
The horses reached the post at sixteen minutes after three P. M., 
and were off at eighteen minutes after three. 

Ladas was the quickest in getting away, and soon steadied down. 
Matchbox, at a slow pace, led Hornbeam and Bullingdon, with Re- 
minder and Clwyd in front of Ladas and Galloping Dick. Under the 
whip at the quarter mile Matchbox had a slight lead over Bullingdon 
and Reminder, and Hornbeam followed by Ladas, who was a close 
length ahead of Clwyd. Passing the mile post, still at a somewhat 
slow pace, Bullingdon joined Matchbox, followed by Hornbeam and 
Ladas, Reminder next and Clwyd last. At the top of the hill Match- 
box drew slightly into the lead, Bullingdon and Hornbeam at his 
heels, just clear of Ladas and Reminder, and Galloping Dick last.

At the New York Athletic Club games at Travers Island, 
N. Y., on June 9, in the final heat of the 120-yard run on turf E. 
Ramadell, of the University of Pennsylvania, had to quit on account 
of having strained a tendon in his left leg. The one-mile relay race 
was one of the most exciting events of its kind ever witnessed. For 
the New Yorks the quarters were run by the; following: H. Chubb, 
8. K. Gerard, George Sands and E. W. Allen, while in the Boston 
team were T. F. Kean, F. Rowe, F. W. Lord and 8, M. Merrill. In 
every quarter but the first the Mercury foot representative led his 
man, and the greatest gain was made in the third quarter by George 
Sakds, who finished fully 5 yards ahead of his opponent. The time 
made, 3:24 3/5, was remarkably fast, and it breaks the previous 
record of 8:74 4/5. Stephen Chase, of the New York A. ©., estab- 
lished a new record for 120 yards over hurdles on turf by going the 
distance in 16 seconds. 


A great fistic contest which will attract great interest in 
prize ring circles will be the contest in Boston between Bob Fitz- 
simmons of Australia and Joe Choyinski, which is to take place at 
the Boston theatre June 18. Though it is to be only eight rounds, 
the referee will have no trouble in giving a decision. There is con- 
siderable importance attached to this match, for it will give the 
patrons of the sport an opportunity to judge if Bob Fitzsimmons has 
any show of defeating champion Jim Corbett. He has been trying 
for some time to get on a match with the champion, but the latter 
has told him to defeat the man he is now going to meet, and he 
would give him a chance to box for the title he has been so anxious 
to secure. It is Fitz's sole ambition to meet Corbett, as he is confi- 
dent of winning, and he will work harder to get the decision over 
Choyinski than he has in any of his previous contests, for it means 
so much tohim. Choyinski is a better man to-day than he was 
when he fought the champion, and while he has nd aspirations for 
the championship, he is satisfied in his own mind that he can con- 
vince Fitzsimmons that he has no license to seek a match with the 
champion. 


No grander finish for a horse race was ever seen than that 
at Morris Park, N. Y., for the Vreeland Handicap, for three-year- 
olds, on June 8, when John Cooper, St. Julien, Assignee, Lochinvar, 
Ben Lomond and Potentate passed the wire heads apart in the order 
named. One great blanket would have covered the struggling three- 
year-olds and their riders all through the final furlong, and the 6,000 
persons present have reason for self-congratulation, for they may live 
to be one hundred years old and never see the like. The winner carried 
the top weight and was admirably ridden by Garrison. The drive 
home was a furious one. The spectators rose in a mass at the thrill- 
ing sight, and, with eyes fixed on their favorites, cheered and yelled 
as if to urge them on to greater effort. The three great jockeys and 
rivals, Garrison, Taral and Sims, were, for the first time this year, 
on horses that had equal chances, and on each one’s face was a do- 
or-die expression as they realizeé how much {it meant to the victors 
reputation. Garrison was in all his glory, and he ‘rode the greatest 
race ever witnessed on a race course. Cooper was fairly staggering 
under him the last furlong, but, with knees tight pressed and a short 
hold of his head, the jockey rallied him time and again all through 
that final struggle. 


The prospect of an international boat race between the 
crack crews of the Engiish and American universities is again occu- 
pying the attention of college men. An Ithaca authority says there 
is good ground for believing that the winner of the Harvard-Yale 
race will row Cornell. and that the best crew of the three will chal- 
lenge Oxford. The Englishmen are averse to entertaining any pro- 
posa! until some one American crew has asserted its superiority over 
all rivals. The Cornell men have always been willing to put the 
question to a decisive test, but their overtures have hitherto failed 
to make much impression on their Harvard and Yale rivals. Cor- 
nell rowing men have again broached the subject, and this time, it is 
stated, with some prospect of a favorable reply from Yale and Har- 
vard. In fact, a rumor is current in Ithaca to the effect that Yale is 
inclined to meet the challengers more than half way in order to secure 
the only position which will insure a match with Oxford. This ver- 
sion is not endorsed by ‘‘ Captain Bob‘ Cook, who said that it 
was not likely Yale would row Cornell, and that Yale certainly 
would make no arrangements with Oxford until after the race with 
Harvard: The Cornell cl.alienge is now under consideration at Yale, 
and, although Mr. Cook thinks no race will result, he adds that he is 
not in a position to speak with authority on the subject.

The owner of the Vigilant is George Gould, the 
eldest son of Jay Gould, and since the death of his father he has been 
the controlling spirit of the $70,000,000 left by his father. He has 
been a member of the New York Yacht club since 1881 and owns two 
other yachts besides the Vigilant—the Atalanta and the Hildegarde. 
He was born in New York 30 years ago, married Edith Kingdon, the 
actress and is the father of several children. He is an expert boxer 
and fencer. Howard Gould is the third son of Jay Gould and was 
born in New York 23 years ago. 


W. P., New York City.—Emanuel Lasker, the German chess 
champion, was born in Berlin, Germany, in June, 1874. He was 
taught chess when a lad of twelve by his brother, and soon displayed 
rare promise. At the age of twenty-one he won the Haupt-Turnler. or 
champion tournament, at Breslau. Soon thereafter Lasker visited 
London and defeated Bird, Minati, Lee, Mason, Gunsberg and Black- 
burne. There were no more experts to conquer there, and Lasker 
came to America in 1892. In avery short time he had beaten the 
best men in the United States, Canada and Cuba, Steinitz excepted. 
In one of his matches he captured the championship of America from 
Jackson W. Showalter by the score of 6 to 2 and one drawn game. 

W. P., Pittsburg, Pa.—Peter Maher began his pugilistic career 
when, as an employee of Guiness’ brewery, he met a well-known 
pugilist of Dublin, who was the terror of the town. After battling 
for 2 hours and 40 minutes Maher knocked his man out. Both men 
were badly used up. He next entered as a competitor in Tony Sage's 
competition in Dublin. He met J. KE, Sullivan, who stood over 6 
feet tall and weighed about 185 pounds, and Maher beat him in 8 
rounds. The same night he met apother big one named Martin 
O'Hara, who quit in the first round after being badly punished. 
Maher then fought Jim 0' ‘Doherty in Dublin. The police stopped 
the fight in the sixth round, Maher having by far the better of affairs. 
Maher then entered for the English boxing championships, Maher 
defeating two opponents. In the final he had to face the famous 
Bob Hair, and the verdict went against him, The Irish champion's 
next important match was with Alf Bowman, of England, for £50. 
The contest was decided in Dublin in August, 1890. Only five 
rounds were fonght and Maher won, knocking Bowman out. Maher 
was then matched to fight Gus Lambert, of Canada, for £100 a side, 
at the Pelican Club, London. Maher won in less than one minute. 
On March 21, 1891, Maher met Bubbles Davis at the Ariel Club, this 
city, and failed to stop him in four rounds. Later at the same club 
he defeated Jim Daly in a 4-round bout. He knocked Jack Fallon 
out in 2 rounds in Brooklyn, Oct. 31, 1891, and also beat Fred 
Woods, Tom Lynch, Jack Smith and Sailor Brown in glove contesta, 
Boh Fitzsimmons defeated Peter Maher in the Olympic Club, New 
Orleans, La., on March 2, 1892, in 12 rounds, for a $10,000 purse. 
On Dec. 8, 1892, Maher was knocked out by Joe Goddard, in the 
Coney Island Athletic Club, for $7,500. 
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Billy Lee, the backer of Austin Gibbons, called at the 
Po.ice Gazette office and stated he was ready to back Billy Mc- 
Carthy of Australia to fight Harry Newmler or any middleweight for 
$500 or $1,000 a side; or he will again match Austin Gibbons to fight 
Charley Johnson of Minneapolis upon the same conditions as the 
recent match, if Johnson's backers are willing. Lee was recently 
presented with an elegant cane by Steve Brodie.
